ORDINANCE 428 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE AMENDING 
SECTION 26 OF ORDINANCE 
NO 313 OF SAID CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DO 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1: That Section 26 
of Ordinance No. 343 of the City 
of Sierra Madre, entitled: “Ari 
Ordinance of the City of Sierra 
Madre regulating traffic upon the 
public streets and repealing all 
Ordinances inconsistent herewith; 
adopted March 25, 1931, be and 
the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

SECTION 26: STANDING OR 
FARKING CLOSE TO CURB: 
The operator of a vehicle shall 
not stop, stand or park such ve¬ 
hicle upon any roadway in said 
City of Sierra Madre other than 
parallel with the curb and with 
the two right-hand wheels of the 
vehicle within one foot of the reg¬ 
ularly established curb line of 
such roadway, except that upon 
those roadways which have been 
marked for angle parking, as 
hereinafter provided in this Sec¬ 
tion, vehicles shall be parked at 
the angle to the curb indicated 
by such marks. 

The Chief of Police is hereby 
authorized to determine upon what 
streets angle parking shall be per¬ 
mitted and to indicate such places 
by the painting of white lines up¬ 
on the surface of the roadway to 
indicate the proper angle for park¬ 
ing, provided that such lines shall
